SUPERSONIC VIEW OF U.S. 


At 9:04 E.D.T. one morning last week, Marine 
Major John H. Glenn Jr. took off from Los An- 
geles in his Navy F8U jet Crusader. Three 
hours, 23 minutes and 8.4 seconds later he 
touched down at Floyd Bennett Field in New 
York. The 2,460-mile flight not only shaved 22 
minutes off the previous transcontinental rec- 
ord, set in 1955 by the U.S. Air Force, but it 
made aviation history as the first supersonic 
flight across the U.S. Though Major Glenn had 
to slow down three times en route to 340 mph 
to take on fuel from propeller-driven tankers— 
and descend to 25,000 feet to make the refuel- 
ing rendezvous—he flew at an average altitude 
of 35,000 feet and at an average speed, which 
is supersonic for that altitude, of 726 mph. 


The plane also made another kind of record 
—a photographic one of its own flight. 
al cameras mounted in the plane's belly—three 

oting straight down and three aimed at ob- 
lique angles forward and to each side—clicked 
away automatically at regular intervals to make 
continuous strips of aerial photographs from 
its take-off to its landing. Except over portions 
of the West and Midwest where there was a 
heavy cloud cover, the cameras recorded in 
clear detail every house, stream, road and fac- 
tory the plane passed over. The pictures on 
these pages, which were taken from the Navy's 
aerial film exposed on Major Glenn's record 
flight, are part of the first supersonic portrait of 
the U.S. ever made from one coast to the other.

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EDITORIAL 


THE RIGHT TO VOTE 


IT WILL BECOME REAL FOR ALL IF REPUBLICANS OF THE SENATE WILL STAND FIRM NOW 


It used to be an axiom of American politics that reform admin- 
istrations lose their steam after their re-election, The Eisen- 
hower administration is in a wonderful position to disprove 
this axiom. Its civil rights bill, now before the U.S. Senate, 
will, if passed, be the first successful Congressional effort 
since 1875 to enforce the Constitutional rights of Negroes. 
‘The opposition, now making its last stand, has only one chance 
of frustrating this achievement: an untimely loss of resolu- 
tion by the Republicans themselves. 

To have got this bill to the floor of the Senate, so long 
the “graveyard of civil rights,” is already quite a political 
achievement. It entailed a complete shift of traditional Con- 
gressional alliances. The remains of the old Taft-Russell axis, 
which had stalemated civil rights for the sake of checking 
‘Trumanism, was shelved and replaced by virtually solid Re- 
publican unity on the civil rights issue. With the help of 
northern liberal Democrats, this unity gives the cause of 
Negro rights a large majority in the Senate, which it has 
long had in the House and the country at large. 

So now we are engaged in a parliamentary and oratorical 
re-enactment of the Civil War. Against the massive, Grant- 
like strategy of Senator Knowland, Republican floor leader 
Senator Russell has led his 17 diehard Confederate colleague 
in a series of holding attacks as brilliant as Robert E. Le 
Russell has managed to sow confusion and self-doubt in north- 
ern and western ranks. Scores of bogus issues have been 
introduced; the ghosts of Thad: ns, Daniel Webster 
and Uncle Remus have been r: to stalk the debate. Yet the 
central issue of the Administration’s bill remains as simple as 
the central issue of the Civil War. In the words of Attorne 
General Brownell, “We are trying to destroy 
tional system of discrimination based on color.”

Part Three extends this method to a variety of illegal acts 
common to all parts of the country, such as the third degree, 
prison brutality, mob violence, ete. [t could also be used if 
necessary to enforce compliance with the Supreme Court 
decision against segregation in the schools, Part Three has 
been the first target of southern counterattack. Senator Rus- 
sell called it “cunni designed” with a hidden intent “to 
put black heels on white necks.” Part Three describes no 
new crimes, however, and Republicans and liberal Demo- 

s could with good conscience stand by all of it. But some 
already weakened. The Administration’s problem now 
is to keep this weakness from spreading to Part Four, which 
deals exelusively with the most crucial of all civil rights, the 
right to vote. 

On this right the White House has said it will not yield. 
We trust the President is serious and knows exactly what he 
is fighting for. Otherwise he could have saved everybody 
trouble by skipping the whole issue of civil rights.

The attack on Part Four centers on the fact that an injune- 
tion can be obtained, and its defiance punished, without a jury 
trial. This is standard juridical procedure in contempt cases 
involving the U.S. government. It is employed every day in 
federal actions under the antitrust, SEC and NLRB laws, 
among others. Nobody likes to seem to be against jury trials, a 
fact which has already placed Senators Mundt and O'Mahoney 
against this feature of Part Four, But the jury-trial amendment 
they propose would not only be a procedural novelty; it would 
emasculate the bill, for the all-white jury is a major bastion of 
the white franchise monopoly in many parts of the South. 

It used to be the grandfather clause; or the white primary, 
or the cumulative poll tax, but such devices are now out- 
lawed or outworn. Physical intimidation also grows le 
spectable and less used every year. In those southern counties 
where Negroes are still prevented en masse from registering, 
the techniques are mostly beyond the reach of any real legal 
redress except the one Brownell demands. 


These techniques are various. Registrars simply close their 
offices when Negroes appear. In one Louisiana parish last 
year over 3,000 Negroes who had been bold and smart enough 
to get registered were challenged by the White Citizens Coun- 
cil and given no time or opportunity to reinstate themselves. 
Tests of literacy, spelling or understanding the Constitution 
are applied with polite but deliberate unfairness. The economic 
heat is turned up at election time. The results are clear from 
statistics recently gathered by the Southern Regional Coun- 
cil: in 1] southern states only 25% of voting-age Negroes 
are registered, as compared to 60% of the whites. The per- 
centage of Negro voters increases yearly, and discrimination 
has virtually ceased in Tex sas, Tennessee and parts 
of other stat remains that a good three million 
q still prevented from voting by various 
white supremacy techniques. 

Neither the techniques nor the individuals usually warrant 
criminal prosecution, which is why Brownell wants this civil 
string to hi By the same token, they are the kind of 
techniques and individuals that a southern white jury will 
ually condone. Most federal judges in the South are also 
whites; but they are above all honest judges who 
know what the Constitution says and who are no more anx- 
ious to be overruled above (or disobeyed below) than judges 
anywhere. That is why Brownell could say of his bill, ‘The 
reason we are asking for it is because it would be effective, 
and I think the reason for a Jot of the opposition to this is the 
fear that it will be effective where other means have failed.” 

If this bill is emasculated, Negroes will continue to vote in 
slowly, instead of rapidly, mounting numbers. They will go on 
it if court cases under the leadership of the N.A.A.C.P., 
to which they will look as a better guardian of their rights 
than Congress; and they will look to litigiousness as a more 
profitable way of life than party politics. The white suprema- 
cists of the South, on the other hand, will have won another 
Jease on that familiar sickroom where they nurse their po- 
litical schizophrenia, praising and defying the U.S. Consti- 
tution at the same time. 

But if the bill is passed intact, thousands of honest white 
Southerners, including registrars of voting, will be able to 
leave the sickroom for the world of democratic realities, some 
damning but most silently thanking the federal courts that 
hold open the door. As for the Constitution and the demo- 
cratic process, they will be strengthened in a way that will 
make this Congress memorable for years to come.

An Imperial 
Pagoda 


OREGON MUSEUM 
GETS $75,000 JADE 


For years this rare nine-foot-tall Chinese jade 
pagoda languished in warehouses in Europe 
and the U.S. Carved in 1710, it survived the 
sack of the Peking Summer Palace during the 
Boxer Rebellion, and eventually made its way 
to Western art dealers, It was exhibited occa- 
sionally but found no buyers.

L | autumn while the attention of the world was transfixed by 
the tremendous events which convulsed the Soviet empire in 
east Europe, another and more personal drama was moving to a cli- 
max in Yugoslavia. Marshal Tito was finally consigning to jail one of 
his oldest and most loved colleagues, Milovan Djilas, who for some 
time past had come out as a reckless and irrepressible opponent of 
ively helped to build. Nearly three 
years earlier Tito had been forced to yield to the pressure of his own 
party machine and allow his old friend to be deprived of office and 
expelled from the Central Committee of the party. In 1955 Djilas 
had heen given an 18 months’ suspended sentence—bound over, 
that is, to keep the peace. 

But Djilas did not keep the peace: he went on writing. And in No- 
vember 1956 Tito, fearful of the consequences to his own regime of 
the tumult in the satellites, and moved to action by Djilas’ denuncia- 
tion of Yugoslavia’s attitude toward Hungary, once more had his 
friend arrested. This time Djilas was sent ‘to jail for three years. 

Before the arrest, living in obscurity on a piitance, Djilas had t 
writing a book. It was to be a supremely important book. It w 


he political dynamite, blowing the theoretical justification for Com- 
munism to smithereens. It was to show irrefutably how and why 
Communism does not and cannot work. Events overtook him while 
he wrote. First Poznan, then Hungary, turned his ideas into reality. 
So half the book had to be rewritten. And time was running short. 
The first half of the manuscript had already been smuggled out of 
Yugoslavia. The second half was spirited out of the country by friends 
under the very noses of the police just before the final arrest. With 
it came a message from Djilas to his American publisher, telling him 
to publish as soon as possible, regardless of any consequences to 
himself and regardless of anything that might happen to him be- 
fore publication. 

‘These instructions have been obeyed. Djilas’ book, entitled The 
New Class, is probably the most devastating anti-Communist docu- 
ment ever written. The impact on the Communist and neutralist 
worlds of this smuggled manuscript, this: delayed-action bomb ex- 
ploded by a man lying far away in prison, may be no less great 
than the embattled heroism of the Hungarian Freedom Fighters. It 
will prove to countless doubting Communists, fellow travelers and 
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DJILAS contimueo 


bewildered neutralists all over the 
world that the Hungarian revolt 
was inevitable and that the move- 
ment behind it, once started, may 
be brutally checked but can never 
now be stopped until the whole 
Communist edifice has been razed 
to the bare earth. 

Here, then, is the world’s first 
glimpse of one of the most tragic 
and yet inspiriting documents of 
our time. It is more than a book: 
itis in itself a historical act which 
marks an epoch. 

It is tragic because Milovan 
Djilas now sits in a Yugoslav pris- 
on, having lost everything except 
his integrity and his soul. It is 
inspiriting and inspiring because, 
as a classic exposure of the Com- 
munist system, perhaps the most 
absolute and closely reasoned de- 
nunciation ever written, it is the 
work of a man who was lately one 
of Europe’s most famous and devoted Communists. It is a histori 
and epoch-making act because in these pages Djilas gives for the first 
time starkly and blazingly clear expression to the final disillusionment 
which presses like a bad dream on the Communist parties of Europe. 
For Djilas is not alone in his estrangement from the system he helped

to build. He is alone only in the remorseless and intolerant logic of 


his conclusions, There are many party members in Yugoslavia and 
elsewhere, including perhaps even Tito himself, who share Djilas’ 
awareness of the true nature of the Communist system but who still 
hope to save something from the wreckage of their ideas. Djilas had 
to go to prison not because of his ideas but because, fanatical and 
passionate and intolerant as always in his pursuit of what seems to 
him the truth, he would not allow his old comrades to save any- 
thing at all. 

He does not apologize: “This account may appear strange to those 
who live in the non-Communist world; it would not seem unusual to 
those who live in the Communist one. I claim no exclusive credit or 
distinction for presenting the picture of that world nor for the ideas 
concerning it. They are simply the picture and ideas of the world in 
which I live. I am a product of that world. I have contributed to it. 
Now I am one of its critics.” 

Many gifted ex-Communists have written of their disillusionment, 
but all but a handful have waited until they were safely in a foreign 
land before speaking. None, to my knowledge, has so thoroughly and 
uncompromisingly laid waste to the whole edifice of his past beliefs, 
leaving himself not a rag to hide his nakedness. Indeed, this book 
makes most attacks by ex-Communists appear to be face-saving ex- 
ercises in self-pity. Milovan Djilas, whatever else he lacks, is the 
very soul of courage. 

He is also a formidable intellect. Attacking the Communist system 
root and branch, he does not dwell on the incidental evils. There 
have been various ways of attacking Communism, all limited and par- 
tial, none of them comprehensive enough to provide the ground for 
a genuine anti-Communist theory. One way is to blame the evils of 
the system on Stalin, portraying him as the betrayer of Lenin. An- 
other is to show that the pure Marxist concept has been distorted 
and perverted by the Russian autocratic tradition. Such criticisms ar- 
gue backward from the manifest evils: police terror, labor camps, 
thought control and the use of the lie as an instrument of policy. But 
these are only symptoms of the 
fundamental evil or disease. They _ 
do not define that disease. What 
Djilas has done in this book is 
to put a new and deadly weapon

ploiters and nothing else at all, 
“a class whose power over men 
is the most complete known to 
history.” This fact is disguised 
by the illusory concept of “col- 
lective ownership,” which simply 
conceals the fact that the party 
bureaucracy itself owns every- 
thing: “As defined by Roman law, 
property constitutes the use, en- 
joyment, and disposition of mate- 
rial goods. The Communist po- 
litical bureaucracy uses, enjoys, 
and disposes of nationalized prop- 
erty... .

tems have known powerful owning and exploiting classes; other 
systems have known commanding “centralized bureaucracies; oth- 
er systems have known tyrannical governments. But it has been only 


under the Communist system that “the power and the government 
are identical with the use, enjoyment and disposition of almost all 
the nation’s goods.” And, Djilas goes on to “He who grabs 
power grabs privileges and indirectly grabs property. Consequently, 
in Communism, power or politics as a profession is the ideal of 
those who have the desire or the prospect of living as parasites at 
the expense of others. . .. The Communists did not invent collective 
ownership as such, but they invented its all-encompassing character, 
more widely extended than in earlier epochs, even more extensive 
than in Pharaoh's Egypt. That is all that the Communists did.” 

And finally: “Because of its totalitarianism and monopolism, the 
new class finds itself unavoidably at war with everything which it 
does not administer or handle, and must deliberately aspire to destroy 
or conquer it. . 

This new class, Djilas argues, was called into being by the historical 
need to industrialize backward and agrarian countries unless they 
were to go under. This end, and this end only, it has achieved. But, 
“having achieved industrialization, the new class can now do nothing 
more than strengthen its brute force and pillage the people. It ceases 
to create. Its spiritual heritage is overtaken by darkness. ... When 
the new class leaves the historical scene—and this must happen— 
there will be less sorrow over its passing than there ever was for any 
other class before it. Smothering everything except what suited its 
ego, it has condemned itself to failure and shameful ruin.” 


The life of a rebel 


HO is this man who seeks to turn the arguments of Marxism 
ot only against the Moscow leadership but also against the 
men in Yugoslavia who so short a time ago were his closest col- 
leagues, denouncing their rule in the very terms they use to attack 
the capitalist world? How did he reach his present unique position? 

Born in Montenegro, he was a Communist from early youth. Like 
Tito he went to prison for his views. Even before the war he had come 
to be one of Tito’s closest friends. All his life he has been an extrem- 
ist. A light figure with thick, 
dark, fuzzy hair and the face of 
an actor dominated by the arched 
eyebrows of a comedian, he devel- 
oped first as an underground con- 


into the hands of the opponents 
of Communism. He sets out to 
prove that the Communist sys- 
tem differs absolutely in kind, 
not only in degree, from all other 
tyrannies in the history of the 
world, to define this difference 
and to show that by its very na- 
ture it must be evil.

spirator, living and working with 
his life in his hands, then as one 
of Tito’s bravest partisan com- 
manders. When the war had been 
won and Tito’s new government 
installed, Djilas was at his side, 
forming ih Kardelj and Ranko- 
vie and Tito himself the quad- 
rumyirate who ran the country, 
emulating the Soviet Union more 
ardently and ruthlessly than the 
bosses of any other satellite. Tito

was Tito; Kardelj, as vice premier, was his right hand: Rankovic 
ran the police, Djilas ran propaganda and the press. 

Then in 1948 came the historic break between Soviet Russia and 
Yugoslavia. Djilas was still there, singled out by the Russians for 
particular attack. As the country’s chief propagandist, he had the task 
of proving Tito’s orthodoxy and showing that Stalin. not Tito, was 
the heretic, He reveled in this task. 

But once this work had been accomplished, Dj 
restless, critical mind—began to examine the achievements and fail- 
ures of his own Yugoslav Communist regime. examination left 
him dissatisfied. In the preface to his book he says, “I do not belong 
to those whose disillusionment was sharp and extreme. I cut myself 
off gradually and consciously At first there was nothing ex- 
ceptionable in anything he wrote. His style was turgid, his arguments 
rabbinical, his philosophy vague and full of contradcctions. But there 
were flashes: “The revolution cannot save itself by its past. It must 
find new ideas, new forms, a new appeal. 
. .. If it is to survive, the revolution 
must transform itself into democracy and 
socialism.” This, of course, was to be done 
through the Communist party.

But to the country as a whole they held 
vistas of unlooked-for promise. And it 
may be believed that Tito, Kardelj, Ranko- 
vie and others were themselves tentative- 
ly thinking along the same lines, but with 
the necessity for preserving their own 
power and preventing anai 
the forefront of their minds.

And so Djilas went on. He att 
“bureaucratism” of the Tito regime. He 
demanded a modification of the Commu- 
nist monopoly of power: “The only pos- 
sible answer is more democracy, more free 
discussions, freer elections.” And again: 
“All new ideas strike the majority at first 
as stupid, mad, illogical.” The most im- 
portant thing, Djilas said, was not new 
ideas but the freedom to hold ideas. 

Djilas. apparently, had already won that 
freedom. He was now the center of a nationwide stir. The party 
place-hunters, the privileged bureaucrats, the careerists who, as in 
every other totalitarian regime, had a vested interest in tyranny, were 
black with indignation. But in the country at large he had become a 
national hero. Carried away by his ideas, he began to lash out vio- 
lently at his critics and to attack more and more explicitly the “closed 
circle” of the party, with its privileges, its motor cars, its servants, 
its isolation from the people. But instead of being put down. at the 
end of 1953 he was unanimously elected president of the Federal 
People’s Assembly. His first action was to publish a three-part article 
in the party newspaper, Borba, going further than ever before. And 
because it was natural to imagine that the chief propagandist of the 
Communist party, now raised to this new official position, must be 
enunciating nothing less than a new party line, everyone suddenly 
stood up and started talking. 

The fears of past years were thrown aside. Meetings all over the 
country were held to discuss the new line. The press opened its 
columns to the discussion and for the most part sided with D; 
against his criticss What Tito thought about it all we do not know. 
All we know is that the entrenched ranks of privilege. the party 
bureaucracy to which Tito owed his own position, were by now 
howling for a showdown—and Djilas played into their hands. 

In the January 1954 issue of New Thought he published a violent 
satire on life in the higher party cireles. Not content to rest his case 
on generalization he launched into a story from real life. the story of 
the cold-shouldering of the young bride of “a famous wartime com- 
mander’ who had been an actress and was therefore socially beyond

the pale (Lire, April 12, 1954). The famous wartime commander was 
none other than the Yugoslav chief of staff, his bride was the actress 
Milena Vrajak, and the women whom Djilas attacked for their snob- 
bery and cruelty were no less clearly recognizable. “Here the whole 
logic of the hierarchy becomes clear. It is to claw your way to the top 
and then kick down the ‘undeserving.’ ” 

This was too much. Tito was forced to act immediately. Djilas’ 
magazine and newspaper articles were banned. The Central Commit- 
tee was summoned. In less than no time at all the man who had 
been at the summit of his career, the intimate of Tito, the master 
of a nation’s thought, was deprived of all his offices. But Djilas 
did not mend his ways. He resigned from the party. He went on 
talking, this time to the foreign press. It took a year of out- 
spoken criticism to force Tito to arrest him. Vladimir Dedijer (Lire, 
Feb. 7, 1955), the one important Yugoslav who had defended Djilas’ 
right to criticize and who had always looked up to him as a hero, was 
also arrested and given a six-months’ sus- 
pended sentence. 

Djilas has shown that he is heroic, but 
he is not a saint. In his book he ignores 
the fact that Tito and his other former 
colleagues at the top of the Yugoslay hier- 
archy have only two choices: to continue 
to rule, with spasmodic attempts at amel- 
ioration, or abdicate. Djilas, who was one 
of them, who helped build the new class, 
has salved his own conscience and tried 
to relieve himself of all responsibility by 
abdication—an abdication colored by mar- 
tyrdom. He is now free to lump all Com- 
munists together in his monumental in- 
dictment. It is a magnificent gesture, It is 
also an escape. Some Yugoslav Commu- 
s are trying to clear up the mess that 
y all made, but they see no way to 
ithout keeping the party, the bu- 
reaucratic apparatus, going in its present 
form. That is their headache. We can 
leave them to struggle with it and con- 
centrate on all that is true and valid in 
the Djilas argument. 

Tt is not necessary to agree with all 
jilas’ premises to accept his general prop- 
sition. Earlier I said that he did not leave 
the Communist idea a rag to hide its 
shame, but this statement now needs qual- 
ifying. For in his argument there exists 
one major contradiction: while denying 
all good to the Communist party, he nev- 
ertheless insists that the Communist rev- 
olution was necessary and inevitable in 
certain backward countries as part of their 
struggle toward industrialization. 

He draws a sharp distinction between early 20th Century condi- 
tions in Western Tepe, where there were comparatively enlight- 
ened governments, and conditions in Russia and other Eastern states 
on the eve of their revolutions. These, to survive in a rapidly devel- 
oping world, had to have their own industrial revolutions. But the 
local capital available and the ruling classes and parties controlling 
it were too weak to push them through. In such places, therefore, 
revolution became an inescapable necessity, a vital need for the na- 
tion, and only one class could bring it about—the proletariat. There 
was nothing particularly new in thi 

But this is Djilas’ only attempt to justify the Communist idea. It 
has achieved nothing else, he says; nor can it achieve anything else. 
Nor does he exclude Lenin himself from the general indictment. His 
words here are gentle but quite deadly. It is Lenin whom he blames 
for perverting Marx, and thus, by implication, for laying false foun- 
dations for the whole edifice of Communism: “Marx's revolutionary 
ideas, which were conditional and not universally applicable, were 
changed by Lenin into absolute and universal principles.” He gives 
an example: “Lenin erred .. . because he failed to foresee the fu- 
ture development of democracy and economic progress in Great Brit- 
ain or other Western countries. ... He [proclaimed] his theories 
and the Russian revolutionary experience to be universally appli- 
cable.” 

Djilas points out that the early Communist leaders—even such 
prominent ones as Lenin, Stalin, Trotsky and Bukharin”’—prophesied 
that the state would rapidly wither away, that democracy would be 
strengthened. But: “The reverse happened. They expected a rapid 
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DJILAS continueo 


improvement in the standard of living—there has 
been scarcely any change in this respect and, in 
the subjugated Eastern European countries, the 
standard has even declined.” 

Thus Djilas knocks away the last props of the 
Communist defense, For unless Lenin is sacro- 
sanct Communism is nothing. Djilas is the first 
Communist of high position to deny the quasi 
divinity of Lenin, In the present ferment there are 
Communists in all countries who will admit to 
many of the gravest charges leveled against the 
Soviet system. They will sacrifice Stalin; they will 
sacrifice Malenkov; they will one day sacrific 
Khrushchev. But so long as they can go on be 
lieving that Lenin had nothing to do with all the 
evils, they do not have to admit that it is the sys- 
tem itself which is wrong. Djilas, criticizing Lenin 
in terms they can understand, has made the first 
breach in the great Lenin legend, perhaps the most 
pernicious legend from which the world has ever 
suffered. And this may prove to be the greatest 
service he has rendered to a suffering mankind. 

Here, and in his analysis of the actual working 
of Communist principles in the economy of a 
given country, he stands on the same ground as 
all Western criti ‘but with added insights from 
his own experience and with added bite because 
he is fighting the Communists with their own dia- 
lectical weapons. It is this that enables him to 
make a point which is acute and new and devas- 
tating: “Other classes, too, have obtained their 
strength and power by the revolutionary path, 
destroying the polit 1, and other orders 
they met in their way. However, almost without 
exception, these classes attained power after new 
economic patterns had taken shape in the old so- 
ciety. The case was the reverse with new class 
in the Communist systems. It did not come to 
power to complete a new economic order but to 
establish its own, and, in so doing, to establish its 
power over society.” 


Striking at the roots 


HIS observation seems to me to be one of the 

key passages in the book—the sort of passage 
which will start, and sustain, with heaven knows 
what repercussions, endless discussion and con- 
troversy among Marxists and near-Marxists every- 
where. For Djilas here is striking more deeply at 
the roots of Communist authority than even he 
appears to realize. One of the fundamental Marx- 
ist principles is that each ruling class, each eco- 
nomic system, carries within it as it rises the 
seeds of its own decay and is doomed to destruc- 
tion by the new class, the new economic order 


which it called into being. Thus feudalism was 
swept away by the new mercantile bourgeoisie 
which grew up to meet the needs of the times; 
thus capitalism was supposed to be swept away by 
the army of oppressed workers called into being 
satisfy its needs. But in Russia there was only 
an embryonic proletariat, and what Lenin swept 
away in 1917 with his Bolshevik revolution was 
not the czarist autocracy, which had fallen seven 
months before, but the new bourgeois govern- 
ment of Kerensky, historically justified in the 
eyes of Marx. He did this to put in its place a dic- 
tatorship of revolutionary intellectuals which 
called itself the dictatorship of the proletariat. 

And here the reader should be reminded that 
Djilas is not addressing himself primarily to the 
Western anti-Communist, who needs no convert- 
ing. He is seeking above all to convert Marxists, 
fellow travelers, neutralists—and perhaps to com- 
plete his own conversion. This, from the point of 
view of the ordinary citizen of the Western world, 
makes often for dull reading, reading, moreover, 
perhaps sometimes incomprehensible to anyone 
unversed in Marxist and Leninist idioms. But for 
the Russian. the Pole, the West European Com- 
munist undergoing doubt. these barren-seemin; 
words will be transformed by their context into 
the nectar of the gods and will be infinitely more 
tellingttinnall the oropayandaigfttic Weat 

From time to time, however, Djilas shows him- 
self a master of words and the vivid image that 
everyone can understand. He can bring out a tre- 
mendous phrase. For example: “Communist re- 
gimes are a form of latent civil war between the 
government and the people.” Or again: “Former 
sons of the working class are the most steadfast 
members of the new class. It has always been the 
fate of slaves to provide for their masters the most 
clever and gifted representatives. In this case a 
new exploiting and governing class is born from 
the exploited class. 

He has also a fine eye for character and the 
illuminating phrase. Of Stalin: “He was a man of 
quick reflexes and a tendency to coarse humour, 
not very educated nor a good speaker. But he was 
a relentless dogmatician and a great administra- 
tor. ... He created the new class by the use of 
the most barbaric means, not even sparing the 
class itself. It was inevitable that the new class 
which placed him at the top would later submit to 
his unbridled and brutal nature. He was the true 
leader of that class as long as the class was build- 
ing itself up and attaining power.” 

Of Trotsky: “He wished to revive a revolution- 
ary party which was being transformed into some- 
thing completely different, into a new class un- 


concerned with great ideals and interested only in 
the everyday pleasures of life. He expected action 
conrinueo

from a mass already tired by war, hunger, and death, at a time 
when the new class ‘already strongly held the reins and had begun 
to experience the sweetness of privilege. Trotsky’s fireworks lit up 
the distant heavens: but he could not rekindle fires in weary men. 
There are other moments when the real man, the passionate, 
scornful, impetuous Montenegrin, breaks through. It may be 
when for a moment he gives way to nostalgia for the early days of 
his revolutionary strugele when men and women were united in 
the cause “not only by ideas and suffering, but also by selfless 
love, comradeship, solidarity, and that warm and direct sincerity 
that can be produced only by battles in which men are doomed 
either to win or die.” It may be when he is pouring his contempt 
on “the new men” of the established Communist society with 
their lust for power and their roots in corruption 
“There is a strong trend toward personal dictatorship in other 
orical situations. . . . But there is a specific and pure Commu- 
nist reason for personal dictators uthority is the basic aim and 
means of Communism and of every true Communist. The thirst 
for power is insatiable and irresistible among Communists. 
tory in the struggle for power is equal to bein, s raised to a divinity: 
failure means the deepest mortification and disgrace . . . carecr- 
ism, extravagance, and love of power are inevitable and so is cor- 
ruption, It is not a matter of the corruption of public servants, 
for this may occur less frequently than in the state which pre- 
ceded it. It is a special type of corruption caused by the fact that 
the government is in the hands of a single political group and is 
the source of all privileges.” 
‘There are sharply reves 


ling passages on how Communist pow- 
er works: “The mechanism of Communist power is perhaps the 
simplest which can be conceived, although it leads to the most 
refined tyranny and the most brutal exploitation. . . . 

“Under the Communist systems the people realize quickly what 
they are and what they are not permitted to do, Laws and regula- 
tions do not have an essential importance for them, The actual 
and unwritten rules concerning the relationship between the gov- 
ernment and its subjects do. Regardless of laws, everyone knows 
that the government is in the hands of the party committees and 
the secret police. . .. Everyone knows what can and cannot be 
done, and what depends on whom, People adjust to the environ- 
ment and to actual conditions. 

Thus Djilas describes, with the authority of a man who until so 
recently was one of “them,” what everyone who has lived for any 

ength of time in, the Soviet Union, knows in his bones and 

finds so hard to make home-dwellers understand, There is no 
elaborate and threatening prescription of what may and what may 
not be done. People simply know—and “adjust to the environ- 
ment.” In this connection Djilas is particularly good on the re- 
markable phenomenon of automatic and almost instinctive “selt- 
censorship,” which operates in political and other matters with no 
more fuss and grief than is produced by the operation of certain 
customary inhibitions in the West—for example, refraining from 
using bad language in the presence of nice old ladies. 


A prophecy of world unity 


HIS book is far from being purely destructive. Indeed, there 

something constructive about the very argument with 
which Djilas destroys the pretensions of the Communist system. 
But he goes further than this. le the Communist leadership 
wraps itself away from reality, the rest of the world is moving 
fast toward a unity based on the facts and demands of modern 
production, The U.S., Britain and other lands, Djilas says, are 
rapidly and constantly adapting themselves to that reality which 
the Communist leadership can no longer see—and moving toward 
the unification of a world culture based on diversity. Only the 
Communists still fight against the irresistible current of world his- 
t may sound strange, but this is true: Communism’s so- 
ialist ownership is themain obstacle to world unification.” 

Djilas dislikes many things about the West. He is not, for ex- 
ample, an uncritical admirer of the American way of life. But he 
believes the West has the economic and cultural base and the 
sense of reality, not being cut off from life by out-of-date theori 


not being ruled absolutely by men whose sole preoccupation i 
the retention of their own power, to carry us forward to still bet- 
ter ways. He believes that we are moving, however erratically and 
uncertainly, with the main current of history: 


that history which 
the Communists insist is on their side, and the iron laws of which 
they outrageously pretend to understand and to represent infallibly. 

But the Communist attitude and the Communist system cannot 
last. Djilas believes that they are irretrievably doomed: “The world 
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center of Communist ideology no longer exists; it is in the process 
of complete disintegration. The unity of the world Communist 
movement is incurably injured. There are no visible possibilities 
whatever that it can be restored. 

Djilas shows us hydra-headed evil growing inevitably from the 
blighted root, shows us how Communism itself inescapably pro- 
duces the results with which we are all so miserably familiar. 
That argument cannot be summarized. It is expressed in what to 
most of us is a foreign language, the language of a Marxist polemi- 
cist. But if with these small extracts I have given the taste of the 
book, perhaps readers who are new to the reasoning methods of 
the trained Marxist di: in will take the plunge and see for 
themselves the strength and the weakness of the Communist sys- 
tem displayed more cogently and coherently than ever before. If 
more people would explore that system and make themselves at 
home in it, half our battle with Communism would be won, We 
would know what we are fighting. And we would be equipped to 
apply our new knowledge and understanding to the events that 
throng in upon us from day to day. 

We would, for example, understand the essentially unprin 
pled nature of the changes now going on in the Soviet Union— 
changes forced on men desperately clinging to power by the im- 
pact of human reality. We would see that no radical changes can 
be made so long as the Communist system, as such, continues to 
exist (“It is necessary for the revolution not only to devour its 
own children, but—one might say—devour itself”). We would 
appreciate the appalling and ultimately catastrophic wastefulness 
of the Soviet economy, ed regardless of any 
other consideration but keeping the new class in power. (‘The 
Communist economy is perhaps the most wasteful economy in 
the Biscay of human society.) We would be able to assess and

BREATH OF LIFE GIVEN BY MOUTH 


A spectacular new version of a centuries-old 
al respiration technique—blowing directly into 
the victim's mouth—was demonstrated recently at 
the Baltimore City Hospital. The Red Cross has al- 
ready endorsed it for use on children, and research- 
ers believe it will soon be adopted for everyone. 
The procedure is simple. The victim should be on 
his back with his mouth cleared of any foreign mat- 
ter. His chin is held up to ensure free air passage 
through his throat and his nose held to prevent a 
leakage—a trick Boy Scouts (above) are shown trying 
on themselves. The rescuer places his mouth over 
the vietim’s and blows hard enough to inflate th 
victim’s lungs. The lungs will automatically deflate 
themselves, The rescuer removes his mouth lor

tain maximum efficiency the cycle must be repeate 
rapidly.

In the Baltimore demonstration a 210-pound doc. 
tor who volunteered as “victim” was given sedation 
and injected with a paralyzing drug. He could breathe 
only with the aid of a machine. The machine was 
turned off for brief periods and “rescuers” were each 
given a chance to start him breathing while an ear 
device (below, left) measured oxygen in his blood. 
A burly fireman, using standard artificial respiration 
methods, could not make the victim breathe. But a 
nurse easily resuscitated him using the new method.
